A Suspmarine Lantern Testep.— 
The Norfolk ( Va.) Day Book, records 
an interesting trial of Gould & Lambs 
submarine lantern, which came off in the 
presence of a Board of Examiners, ap- 
pointed by the Navy Department, on 
Thursday, the 14th inst., at Portsmouth 
Navy-yard. Itsays: ‘The lantern was 
lowered to a depth of sixteen feet in a 
reservoir of water inside the yard, when 
itcontinued to burn for half an hour. 

The day being oppressively warm, 
and the Board of Examiners and inven- 
torsexposed to the rays of the burning 
sun, farther expermments were postponed 
until nine o’clock at night, when a sec- 
ond trial was made from a barge at the 
foot of the Commodore’s warf.
